Whereas  by  the  ” Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amend- 
ment Act,  1862,”  it  is  enacted  that  whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  the  rules  con- 
cerning the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant 
ships  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  the  Principal

such  steamships,  testified  by  the  dates  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  of  tlie  tonnage  denoted  in  such 
registers,  or  other  national  papers,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same 
purpose^  in,  to,  and  for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in 
the  certificate  of  registry  of  British  ships  is  deemed  to
